There is help for the 
compulsive homosexual who 
wants to channel his drive into 
more positive areas, such as 
homosexual bars and dating 
services. 

There is the homosexual 
hotline (534-3261) where 
homosexuals can talk out their 
problems. There also are classes 
sponsored by the gay 
community center in which they 
can relate to other homosexuals.

The sublimely colorful paintings of Richard Jackson and the 
shapes and shadows of Roger Peterson’s “moving pictures” opened 
this week at the SAC Art Gallery. 

Peterson’s technique involves camera rotation and time-lapse 
photography to distort and animate objects. Light, film and glass 
form the setting for his statement on energy and “an inactive 
condition, substance.” Peterson has been showing his work since 
1970 in local college gallerys and private studios. 

Jackson’s main piece for the show, on display in the Humanities 
Building foyer, transforms an entire wall into a rainbow construction 
of four “S's” of acrylic paint spread on the wall with canvas covered 
frames which remain as part of the pieces total content.
